Before  commencing  my  remarks,  my 
brethren  and  sisters,  I  desire  as  Presi- 
dent Clark  has  done  to  express  the  grati- 
tude I  feel  that  the  Lord  has  lengthened 
out  my  days  to  be  present  at  this  general 
conference  of  the  Church.

Mormon  Pioneers  Pointed  Way 

for  American  "New  Deal" 

Plan. 

Readers  of  Cumorah's  Southern  Mes- 
senger will  be  interested  to  know  that  the 
Mormon  Pioneers  of  Utah  pointed  the 
way  for  the  present  system  of  "  New 
Deal  "  government  of  the  United  States. 
Secretary  of  War,  George  H.  Dern, 
formerly  Governor  of  Utah  for  eight 
years,  before  being  selected  by  President 
Roosevelt  as  a  member  of  his  cabinet  re- 
vealed this  fact,  5th  June,  in  an  address 
to  the  512  members  of  the  1934  graduat- 
ing class  of  the  Unhersity  of  Utah.  He 
said  that  successful  policies  of  the  Utah 
pioneers  are  being  followed  by  the  "  New 
Deal  "  government.  Utah  has  pointed 
the  way  for  the  forward-looking  pro- 
gramme of  the  national  government  of 
the  U.S.,  he  reiterated. 

He  continued  further  and  said,  "  Many 
features  of  the  new  deal  are  not  new  in 
Utah.  The  very  basis  of  the  new  deal 
is  co-operation  for  the  general  welfare. 
If  there  is  one  thing  that  has  distin- 
guished Utah  throughout  its  history  it  is 
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co-operative  effort.  That  is  why  the 
people  of  Utah  have  overcome  their  yen- 
graphical  handicaps  and  built  in  this 
remote  area  one  of  the  finest  educational 
systems  in  the  United  States,  have  made 
forbidding  mountains  and  dreary  valleys 
minister  to  their  wants  and  have  achieved 
a  culture  which  compares  favourably  with 
the  best  in  the  United  States. — Deseret 
News,  5th  June,  1934. 

It  is  a  compliment  to  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  as  a 
Church  (the  way  the  people  of  the  world 
usually  look  at  a  Church)  to  have  its 
governing,  practical  principles  introduced 
into  governmental  functions.  However, 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints  is  not  one  of  the  sections  of  man 
made  Churches.  It  is  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  established  in  the  earth 
through  divine  revelation  and  through 
the  personal  ministrations  of  the  Saviour, 
in  the  latter  days.  It  has  the  powers 
and  principles  of  righteous  and  efficient 
government,  freed  from  selfishness  and 
greed.  Its  members  co-operate  together, 
under  God  inspired  leaders,  and  form  a 
unit  in  the  force  of  government,  by  right 
living.  They  are  taught  right  principles 
and  consequently  peacefully  govern 
themselves.  The  plan  of  the  Gospel  as 
taught  by  the  "  Mormons  "  will  some- 
time be  the  righteous  plan  which  forward- 
looking  men  will  inaugurate  into  govern- 
ments all  over  the  world. 

Mormonisrn  is  the  revealed  plan  of  the 
Gospel  as  lived  and  taught  by  the 
Saviour.  It  is  made  plain  and  clear  to 
those  who  honestly  investigate  its  teach- 
ings. It  charts  the  best  and  therefore 
easiest  way  to  live,  so  that  daily  life 
becomes  profitable,  in  numerous  ways. 
More  of  its  principles  will  be  introduced 
into  governments  by  wise  men  that 
righteousness  may  cover  the  earth.  The 
leaders  of  men  will  accept  into  their 
councils  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  be- 
cause they  are  right  and  can  be  taught 
the  people  in  a  way  that  will  appeal  to 
them    as    the    best    to    live    by.  Thus 

selfishness  and  greed  will  not  control, 
and  the  mass  will  have  the  benefits  of 
their  labours. 

The  Literary  Digest  of  America  (with 
a  weekly  circulation  of  one  million 
copies),  10th  March,  1934,  has  a  leading 
article  entitled  "  The  Secretary  of  War: 
A  Prophet  of  the  New  Deal.  George 
H.  Dern's  1932  Program  for  New  Social 
Control,  which  constitutes  a  large  part 
of    the    Roosevelt    Program    in    1934,    as- 


sured him  a  place  in  the  Cabinet."  It 
continues,  "  But  when  President  Roose- 
velt wants  some  new  activity  adminis- 
tered honestly  and  efficiently,  he  turns  to 
the  War  Department  and  George  Dern, 
formerly  Utah's  "  Dern  good  Governor  " 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Dern 

program  of  1932  constitutes  a  large  part 
of  the  Roosevelt  program  of  1934  .  .  . " 
The  above  is  an  outstanding  instance 
of  the  steadily  growing  chain  of  evidence 
that  the  thinkers  of  the  world  are  begin- 
ning to  awake  to  the  true  value  of  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  known  to  the 
modern   world  as   "  Mormonisrn." — D. 


CHARACTER  OF  SATAN. 

Continued. 
Sees  Ray  of  Hope. 

During  the  sessions  of  the  conference, 
various  of  those  who  have  addressed  us 
have  referred  to  a  convention  of  Protes- 
tant ministers  recently  held  in  Chicago. 
The  report  of  that  meeting  indicates  that 
a  majority  of  them  are  said  to  have  not 
believed  in  a  heaven  or  a  hell  or  a  devil. 
That  may  sound  extremely  Godless  to  us, 
but  after  all  I  fancy  I  see  in  it  a  ray 
of  hope.  These  men  speak  of  heaven 
and  of  hell  and  of  the  devil  as  they  have 
been  taught  to  understand  those  things, 
a  heaven  inhabited  by  ethereal  beings, 
wafting  their  way  from  place  to  place, 
without  knowledge  of  the  past  or  hope  of 
the  future,  wo  surround  the  throne  of  a 
God  without  body,  parts  or  passions,  and 
sing  anthems  and  play  harps  throughout 
eternity  ;  a  hell  which  is  a  lake  of  burn- 
ing brimstone  and  of  a  devil  who  goes 
around  with  a  pitchfork  looking  for  vic- 
tims to  pitch  into  it,  where  they  are  to 
remain  forever  burning,  but  never  con- 
sumed. This  doctrine  never  has  appealed 
to  me.  It  seems  rather  hopeful  that  men 
professing  to  be  teachers  of  the  doctrine 
of  Christ  are  getting  away  from  those 
things. 

Reads  Scripture. 

As  an  introduction  to  what  I  would 
like  to  say  I  want  to  read  from  the 
twelfth  chapter  of  the  Revelation  of  St. 
John,    seventh  verse : 

"  And    there    was    war    in    heaven  : 

Michael  and  his  angels  fought  against 

the  dragon  :  and  the  dragon  fought  and 

his  angels. 

"  And    prevailed    not;     neither    was 

their  place  found  any  more  in  heaven. 
"  And    the    great    dragon    was    cast 

out,  that  old  serpent,  called  the  Devil, 
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and   Satan,    which   deceiveth   the   whole 

world;  he  was  cast  out  into  the  earth, 

and     his    angels    were    cast    oat    with 

him. " 

In  the  Bible  the  word  devil  is  used 
interchangeably  with  Satan,  the  tempter, 
Beelzebub,  the  prince  of  this  world,  the 
old  serpent,  all  of  which  appellations  refer 
to  the   same  personage. 

Explains   Word. 

The  word  devil  is  a  contraction  from 
the  Greek  word  "  diabolus  "  which  inter- 
preted means  a  malicious  accuser,  or 
demon,  and  is  equivalent  to  the  Hebrew 
word   Satan,    an   enemy  or  adversary. 

The  scripture  which  I  quoted  at  the  be- 
ginning of  my  remarks,  and  the  context 
to  which  your  attention  is  called,  teach 
us  that  this  personage  to  whom  we  com- 
monly refer  as  the  devil  was  Lucifer,  a 
son  of  the  morning,  an  angel  in  authority-, 
who  rebelled  against  the  Father  and  the 
Son,  because  of  which  he  was  cast  down 
to  earth  with  those  who  followed  after 
him,  and  became  Perdition,  the  lost  one 
over  whom  the  heavens  wept.  Jesus, 
referring  to  his  fall,  says:  "  I  saw  Satan 
as  lightning  fall  from  heaven." 

Wherever  mentioned  in  the  scriptures 
the  devil  is  referred  to  as  the  tempter,  the 
deceiver,  the  author  of  lies,  the  enemy  of 
God,  and  the  opposer  of  all  that  is  good, 
but  at  the  same  time  so  adroit  that  the 
falsehoods  which  he  utters  appear  to  be 
truth.  He  may  even  appear  as  an  angel 
of  light. 

Shakespeare  understood  this  charac- 
teristic of  the  evil  one  when  he  makes 
Banquo  say  to  Macbeth  :  "  The  earth 
hath  bubbles  as  the  water  has  and  these 
are  of  them,  but  'tis  strange,  and  oft- 
times  to  win  us  to  our  harm,  the  instru- 
ments of  darkness  tell  us  truths,  win  us 
with  honest  trifles  to  betray  us  in  deepest 
consequences." 

A  Similiarity. 

How  similar  are  these  words  of 
Shakespeare  to  the  scripture  which  tells 
us  that  some  of  us  he  bribes  with  profit, 
and  others  he  allures  with  pleasures  which 
appear  innocent  in  themselves,  but  lead 
us  on  to  transgression,  which  is  his  sole 
desire.  His  great  effort  is  to  rob  God  of 
his  glory  and  men  of  their  souls. 

More  than  three  hundred  years  ago, 
John    Milton,    referring    to    Satan,    said :

He  it  was  whose  guile  stirred  up  with 
envy  and  revenge,  deceived  the  mother 
of  mankind." 

Milton  pictures  Satan  in  human  form 
with  a  serpent  with  dripping  fangs  and 
forked  tongue  coiled   about  his   feet- 

The  scriptures  contain  many  references 
to  his  subtle  power,  his  malice  is  deadly. 
His  activity  and  diligence  are  equal  to  his 
malice.  He  has  a  legion  of  those  who 
fell  with  him,  and  have  sold  their  souls 
to  him  to  assist  in  carrying  out  his 
designs. 

In  his  parable  of  the  sower,  explaining 
its  meaning,  Jesus  says  that  the  seed 
sown  is  the  word  of  God.  Those  by  the 
Wayside  are  the}'  who  hear.  Then  cometh 
the  devil  and  taketh  away  the  word  from 
their  hearts  lest  they  believe  and  are 
saved. 

The  devil  entered  into  the  heart  ol 
Judas  and  prompted  him  to  betray  the 
Son  of  God  to  those  who  were  responsible 
for   his   death. 

The  Apostle  Peter  warns  us  to  be  con 
stantiv     vigilant     because,     he    says,    our 
enemv  the  devil  as  a  roaring  lion  is  seek- 
ing  whom  he   may  devour. 

From  the  time  of  his  fall  Lucifer  has 
sought  to  establish  and  maintain 
dominion  over  the  earth  and  those  who 
dwell  upon  it,  and  with  few  exceptions 
and  for  brief  periods  only  he  has  been 
successful. 
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Betrays  Men. 

It  Was  his  power  that  interrupted  and 
temporarily  prevented  the  full  fruition  of 
the  mission  of  the  Saviour  in  the  meridian 
of  time.  His  triumph,  however,  was  only 
temporary.  Knowing-  that  his  dominion 
over  the  people  of  the  earth  is  to  be 
broken,  and  that  certain  defeat  awaits 
him,  he  arrays  himself  in  the  livery  of 
Christ,  and  masquerading  as  his  repre- 
sentative, in  the  words  of  Shakespeare, 
wins  the  hearts  of  men  by  honest  trifles 
which  are  true,  while  he  betrays  them, 
and  leads  them  away  to  deepest  conse- 
quences. 

The  character  and  mission  of  Satan  is 
illustrated  in  the  story  in  which  he 
appears  to  our  Mother  Eve  and  by  flattery 
and  deception  persuades  her  to  disregard 
the  command  of  God  and  partake  of  the 
forbidden  fruit,  declaring  to  her  that  she 
should  not  die,  but  become  wise.  She 
partakes  and  brings  the  heritage  of  death 
to  her  posterity-  He  thus  proves  that 
he  is  a  deceiver  and  falsifier. 
Devil  Worship. 
The  character  of  Satan  has  been  so 
powerfully  manifested  among  men  that  in 
many  countries  he  has  been  made  an 
object  of  worship.  It  was  through  the 
serpent  that  he  appeared  to  our  Mother 
Eve,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present 
the  serpent  has  been  the  symbol  of  the 
devil  among  those   who  worship  him. 

Zoroaster,  who  is  referred  to  in  history 
as  a  great  philosopher  or  legislator,  who 
some  students  say  lived  6000  B.C.,  while 
others  place  his  death  500  B.C.,  was  of 
Bactrian  extraction,  an  ancient  people  of 
Asia.  He     was     the     founder     of    the 

Zoroastran  or  Zarathustrian  religion. 
Two  Powers. 
According  to  Edward  B.  Taylor, 
LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  in  his  book,  "  Ancient 
Faiths  and  Modern  Religions,"  the  pre- 
dominant idea  in  the  teachings  of  Zoroas- 
ter was  the  existence  of  two  spirits  or 
governing  powers,  one  of  which  con- 
stantly seek  to  accomplish  good,  while 
the  other  strives  to  accomplish  evil.  The 
first  of  these  powers  is  represented  as 
light,  life,  law,  order,  and  truth — all  that 
is  erood  and  pure. 

The  other  power  is  his  antithesis — he  is 
darkness,  filth,  lawlessness,  all  that  is 
evil  in  the  world,  he  is  Satan,  he  is  death. 


Taylor  says  of  this  people:  "  While 
recognizing  the  good  spirit,  give  their 
chief  reverence  to  Satan,  chief  of  the 
angelic  hosts,  who  now  has  power  to 
afflict  mankind.  Will  not  Satan  then 

after  death  reward  the  Izedis,  who  have 
served  him  during  their  mortal  lives?  " 
Only  a  few  days  ago  a  dispatch  was 
published  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tribune  from 
Kurdistan,  in  Asia,  referring  to  worship 
of  the  devil  by  these  people. 

Where   devil    worship    is   practised    the 
serpent  is  always  his   symbol,   and  exor- 
cism is  resorted  to  in  order  that  he  may 
be  placated,  and  his  anger  abated. 
Devil  Worship  Among  the  American 

Indians. 
At  the  time  of  the  discovery  of  America 
by  Columbus  two  great  empires  or  king- 
doms, existed,  one  of  the  Aztec  empire  in 
Mexico,  the  other  the  kingdom  of  the 
Incas,  in  P'eru,  South  America.  The  vast 
ruins  which  exist  in  both  North  and  South 
America  bear  undeniable  evidence  of  the 
existence  of  once  intelligent  and  mighty 
people.  At  one  time,  living  under  the 
code  of  ethics  taught  by  Christ,  their  life 
had  been  happy  and  prosperous,  as  the 
following  excerpts  from  their  history 
show  : — 

"  And  it  came  to  pass  that  there  was 
no  contention  in  the  land,  because  of 
the  love  of  God  which  did  dwell  in  the 
hearts  of  the  people. 

"  And  there  were  no  envvings,  nor 
strifes,  nor  tumults,  nor  whoredoms, 
nor  lyings,  nor  murders,  nor  any  man- 
ner of  lascrviousness  :  and  surely  there 
could  not  be  a  happier  people  among  all 
the  people  who  had  been  created  by  the 
hand  of  God. 

"  There   were   no  robbers,    nor  mur- 
ders, neither  were  there  Lamanites,  nor 
any   manner  of  ites  ;   but  they   were   in 
one,    the   children   of   Christ,    and   heirs 
to  the  kingdom  of  God" 
What    a    change    had    come    to    these 
people    when    they    were    discovered    by 
Columbus    fourteen   hundred    years    later. 
Satan    had    sown    tares    with    the    wheat, 
the    result    being,    as    it    had    been    many 
times  before,  that  the  good  seed  had  been 
choked  out  and  destroyed. 

Image  of  the  Serpent. 
In  every  city  and  village  the  image  of 
the    serpent    raised    his    head,     with    his 
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forked  tongue  and  dripping  fangs  ex- 
posed. Human  sacrifices  by  thousands 
were  offered  to  these  idolatrous  gods  of 
stone,  to  which  the  people  bowed  down  in 
worship. 

Dr.  August  LePlongeon  in  his  book, 
"  Sacred  Mysteries  Among  the  Mayas 
and  Quiches,"  says:  "  Chichen  Itza  may 
be  termed  the  serpent  city  par  excellence. 
The  serpent  may  be  found  everywhere. 
It  guards  the  stairways  leading  up  to 
their  temples  and  the  doors  of  their 
homes.  In  a  single  structure  recently 
uncovered  near  the  City  of  Mexico  at 
Xochitl  the  heads  of  66  serpents  protrude 
from  the  walls,  guarding  approach  from 
all  points  of  the  compass. 

Pedro  de  Ceza  de  Loan,  a  Spanish 
soldier,  who  served  under  Francisco 
Pizarro,  in  the  conquest  of  Peru,  kept  a 
careful  record  of  the  things  which  he  saw 
and  heard.  His  book  is  one  of  the  most 
prized  by  scholars  of  the  histories  of  the 
conquest.  He  says  :  "  All  over  Peru  they 
call  the  devil  Supay.  I  have  been  told 
that  he  has  been  seen  by  them  many 
times.  Very  great  is  the  dominion  that 
the  devil,  the  enemy  of  mankind,  is 
allowed  to  have  over  these  people.  These 
people  hold  it  to  be  certain  that  the  devil 
is  false  and  wicked,  and  that  thev  obey 
him  more  from  fear  than  love-" 

The  condition  of  degradation  to  which 
devil  worship  had  reduced  the  people  of 
both  Mexico  and  Peru  is  in  many  respects 
too  shocking  to  be  repeated. 

The  malice  and  jealousy  of  Satan  to- 
ward Christ  our  Lord  and  his  mission  are 
deadly.  Failing  in  his  plan  to  dethrone 
God  and  deprive  Christ  of  his  birthright, 
cast  down  to  the  earth  with  those  who 
followed  «fter  him,  forever  banished  from 
the  presence  of  the  Father,  he  loses  no 
opportunity  to  thwart  the  redemption  of 
man  from  death,  the  penalty  which  came 
to  us   through   his   wicked   design.  He 

sought  the  destruction  of  the  infant  Christ 
when  he  prompted  Herod  the  Great  to 
destroy  the  children  of  Bethlehem.  He 
sought  to  destroy  the  purpose  of  the  mis- 
sion of  Christ  by  bribery  when  he  offered 
to  surrender  to  him  the  dominion  over  the 
earth  on  condition  that  the  Redeemer 
would  worship  at  his  shrine.  Failing  in 
this   he   inspired   the   minds  of   men   with 


malice     and     hatred,     which     led     to    the 
crucifixion. 

The  crucifixion  of  Christ,  instead  of 
accomplishing  the  purpose  which  Lucifer 
designed,  had  precisely  the  contrary 
effect.  Endowed  with  power  over  death, 
Jesus,  on  the  third  day,  rose  from  the 
tomb,  thus  robbing  the  grave  of  its  vic- 
tory and  mak'ng  possible  redemption 
from  the  captivity  in  which  Satan  held  the 
spirits  of  men. 

Satan  Still  Lives. 

To  realize  that  Satan  still  lives  and  is 
busily  engaged  in  his  opposition  to  that 
which  is  good,  one  needs  only  to  pause 
for  a  moment  and  contemplate  conditions 
in  this  troubled  world  of  ours.  Long 
ago  he  declared  that  with  gold  and  silver 
and  armies  and  navies  he  would  control 
the  world.  Any  person  who  is  familiar 
with  the  words  of  the  prophets  as  they 
are  contained  in  the  scriptures  knows  that 
holy  men  in  ages  past,  moved  upon  by  the 
spirit  of  prophecy,  foresaw  and  declared 
events  which  were  to.  occur  long  after 
the  age  in  which  they  lived. 

From  the  many  declarations  which  refer 
to  the  activities  of  the  evil  one  at  the  time 
in  which  we  live,  I  quote  the  following  :— 
"  For  the  kingdom  of  the  devil  must 
shake,  and  they  which  belong  to  it  must 
needs  be  stirred  up  unto  repentance,  or 
the  evil  will  grasp  them  with  his  ever- 
lasting chains,   and   they   be   stirred  up 
to  anger,  and  perish  ; 

"  For  behold,  at  that  day  he  shall 
rage  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  of 
men,  and  stir  them  up  to  anger  against 
that  which  is  good. 

"  And  others  will  he  pacify,  and  lull 
them  away  into  carnal  security,  that 
they  will  say  :  All  is  well  ..... 

"  And    behold,    others    he    flattereth 

away,  and  telleth  them  there  is  no  hell ; 

and  he  saith  unto  them  :  I  am  no  devil, 

for      there      is      none — and      thus      he 

w  hispereth  in  their  ears,  until  he  grasps 

them     with     his     awful     chains,     from 

whence  there  is  no  deliverance." 

While  Satan  thus  seeks  to  destroy  the 

peace  and   happiness   of   mankind,    Christ 

strives  to  draw  them  to  him.       The  same 

controversy  which   resulted   in  the  fall  of 

Lucifer  persists  until  the  present  moment. 

It    is   the   question    of   the    redemption   of 
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man    from    the    fall,    and    the    penalty    od 
death  which  resulted  from  it. 

Lucifer  offers  redemption  to  man  on 
condition  that  the  recipient  give  him  the 
honour  and  credit  for  that  which  he  re- 
ceives and  in  return  promises  redemption 
regardless  of  the  character  of  the  appli- 
cant, the  life  he  has  lived,  or  the  example 
set  before  others. 

His  Own  Agent. 

Christ  adheres  to  the  word  of  the  Lord, 
spoken  to  Adam  in  the  Garden  of  Eden  : 
"  This  man  has  become  one  of  us,  know- 
ing good  and  evil."  He  thus  becomes 
an  agent  unto  himself,  to  choose  between 
good  and  evil,  between  right  and  wrong. 
If  he  has  been  a  sinner,  and  repents  from 
his  evil  way,  and  does  that  which  is  evil 
no  more,  he  may  be  forgiven  and  inherit 
the  blessings  of  the  righteous  when  he 
stands  before  the  bar  of  God,  to  be  judged 
according  to  his  works.  If  he  wilfully 
turns  to  wickedness  and  repents  not  he 
shall  receive  the  reward  of  the  wicked  and 
will  go  away  with  Lucifer  and  his  hosts 
into  everlasting  condemnation,  which  will 
be  remorse  of  conscience  that  he  has 
allowed  the  day  of  his  repentance  to  pass. 

The  battle  is  being  waged  to-day  as 
never  before.  It  is  the  battle  of  right 
against  might,  of  justice  and  mercy 
against  greed,  oppression,  between  armies 
and  navies  and  the  gold  and  the  silver  of 
the  prince  of  this  world  and  the  lowly 
Nazarene,  with  the  doctrine  of  his  frater- 
nity, equality  and  justice.  And  this  time 
the  Son  of  God  will  triumph. 

Cites  Limits. 

The  one  encouraging  thing  to  which 
men  of  faith  and  confidence  in  this  day  of 
uncertainty  and  trial  look  forward  is  the 
fact  that  there  are  certain  limits  beyond 
which  the  power  of  the  evil  one  cannot 
pass.  This  power  comes  to  us  through 
faith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  obedi- 
ence to  the  law  of  righteousness  which  he 
taught,  and  the  example  of  his  life. 

First  he  promises  that  if  any  one  of  us 
who  may  be  in  doubt  will  go  to  him  he 
will  manifest  the  truth  to  us  by  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  John  the  Baptist, 
who  was  the  chosen  agent  of  the  Lord  to 
administer  the  ordinance  of  baptism  to 
Jesus  Christ,  said  to  those  who  accepted 
his  teachings  : 


"  I  indeed  baptize  you  with  water  unto 
repentance,  but  he  that  cometh  alter  me 
is  mightier  than  I,  whose  shoes  I  am  not 
worthy  to  boar  ;  he  shall  baptize  you  with 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  fire." 

Among  other  promises  made  by  Christ 
to  those  whom  he  sent  out  to  preach  his 
gospel  was  that  in  his  name  they  should 
cast  out  devils.  L'pon  their  return  they 
testified  that  this  promise  had  been  rea- 
lized. They  said  to  Jesus:  "  Even  the 
devils  were  subject  to  us  through  your 
name." 

Manner  of  the  Gift. 
This  precious  and  indispensable  gift, 
the  Holy  Ghost,  comes  to  us  by  the  lay- 
ing on  of  hands  by  those  who  have  autho- 
rity to  confer  it.  When  the  apostles  at 
Jerusalem  heard  that  Samaria  had  re- 
ceived the  word  of  God,  they  sent  unto 
them  Peter  and  John,  and  they  laid  their 
hands  upon  them  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Ghost.  Again  Paul,  finding  cer- 
tain converts  at  Ephesus,  asked  them  if 
they  had  received  the  Holy  Ghost.  They 
answered  that  they  had  not  so  much  as 
heard  that  there  was  such  a  gift,  that  they 
had  been  baptized  unto  John's  baptism. 
Paul  explained  to  them  that  John  bap- 
tized with  water  unto  repentance  for  the 
remission  of  their  sins  only.  They  were 
then  baptized  in  the  name  of  Christ,  and 
as  Paul  laid  his  hands  upon  them  and 
conferred  the  Holy  Ghost  they  sp?ke  in 
tongues  and  prophesied. 

Authority  to  confer  this  precious  gift 
is  in  the  Church  to-day.  Every  baptized 
member  of  the  Church  receives  it,  after 
which  he  is  entitled  to  receive  and  for- 
ever retain  a  fulness  of  the  spirit  of  the 
Lord,  and  a  fulness  of  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  leads  us  into  all  truth  and  provides 
an  armour  which  the  shafts  of  Satan  can- 
not penetrate. 

Makes  Appeal. 
While  the  Holy  Ghost  may  be  con- 
ferred upon  us,  and  is  designed  to  be  our 
guide  and  support,  it  is  only  retained 
and  manifested  in  its  fulness  in  our  guid- 
ance and  defence  in  proportion  to  the 
degree  to  which  we  cultivate  it  and  listen 
to  its  promptings.  We  may  lose  it  en- 
tirely through  indifference  or  transgres- 
sion, and  once  deprived  of  its  presence 
we  are  left  in  darkness  more  dense  than 
before   its   reception.  Cultivate   it,   my 
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brethren  and  sisters,  and  it  will  become 
in  reality  the  iron  rod,  which  is  the  word 
of  God,   and  will  lead  us  back  to  him. 

This  brief  and  very  incomplete  revievv 
is  the  answer  of  the  scriptures  to  one  of 
the  questions  raised  at  the  Chicago  con- 
vention. Another  question  raised  is  ans= 
wered  in  the  20th  chapter  of  the  revela- 
tion to  St.  John.       John  says  : 

"  I  saw  the  dead,  small  and  great, 
stand  before  God;  and  the  books  were 
opened  :  and  another  book  was  opened, 
which  is  the  book  of  life  :  and  the  dead 
were  judged  out  of  those  things  which 
were  written  in  the  books,  according  to 
their  works." 

Now,  brethren  and  sisters,  I  come  to 
my  concluding  thought  that  I  wish  to 
leave  with  you.  First  I  want  you  to 
understand  that  the  influence  of  Lucifer 
is  not  broken,  that  he  is  here  to  lead  us 
astray,  that  he  is  the  same  wily  deceiver 
that  he  has  always  been  ;  that  he  tells  us 
simple  truths  in  order  to  lead  us  into 
error;  that  he  clothes  himself  in  the  livery 
of  Christ,  and  pretending-  to  speak  in  his 
name,  tells  us  simple  truths  to  lead  us  to 
most  serious  consequences. 

Lucifer  Still  Lives. 
Do  not  go  away  with  the  idea  that  Luci- 
fer does  not  still  live,  this  fallen  angel 
who  was  a  spirit  of  power.  Do  not  forget 
that  he  was  cast  out  from  heaven.  So 
there  must  be  such  a  place.  Do  not  for- 
get that  the  pangs  of  hell  will  be  the 
remorse  of  conscience  which  you  will  feel 
because  of  walking  contrary  to  the  light 
which  you  have  had  after  having  received 
it.  Cultivate  it.  It  is  to  you  and  to 
me  the  iron  rod  which  is  the  word  of 
God.  Every  man  and  woman  that  seizes 
upon  it  fmd  hold  steadfastly  to  it  will 
find  themselves  back  in  that  place  which 
we  call  heaven,  a  very  different  heaven 
from  what  these  men  who  renounce  their 
faith  in  heaven  have  any  conception  of. 
God  bless  you,  my  brethren  and  sisters, 
Amen.

The     Prophet    Sealed 
His  Testimony. 

By    Dr    Joseph    F.    Merrill — "  Millennial 
Star." 

The  Church  has  passed  through  many 
dark,  discouraging  clays  since  its  organi- 
zation, 6th  April,  1830,  but  the  darkest 
of  all  was  27th  June,  1844 — ninety  years 
ago.  In  the  afternoon  of  that  fearful 
day  the  great  prophet  of  the  last  dispen- 
sation, Joseph  Smith,  and  his  devoted 
brother  Hyrum,  the  patriarch,  were 
brutally  martyred  in  Carthage  jail,  Illi- 
nois, by  a  vulgar,  wicked  mob-  At  the 
same  time  a  voluntary  prisoner  and  com- 
panion, John  Taylor,  the  third  president 
of  '.he  Church,  was  wounded  nigh  unto 
death.  Perhaps  the  pages  of  history  can 
be  searched  in  vain  for  a  martyrdom  more 
treacherous  and  cold-blooded  than  this 
one. 

These  innocent  servants  of  God  and 
man  spent  the  last  hours  of  their  mortal 
lives  testifying  to  the  divinity  of  the  work 
to  which  they  had  unceasingly  devoted 
their  vigorous  manhood ;  yet  they  knew 
that  death  was  at  the  door  of  the  jail. 
Notwithstanding  this,  they  were  calm, 
conscious  of  the  fact  that  they  were 
devoid  of  offence  to  any  and  all  men. 
While  they  would  have  been  tdad  to  have 
the  cup  pass,  they  were  willing  to  give 
their  lives  for  their  friends — the  faithful 
members  of  the  Church — and  to  seal  their 
testimonies  with  their  blood. 

The  events  of  the  preceding  days  were 
especially  trying.  The  Prophet  learned 
that  some  of  his  trusted  friends  had  be- 
come traitorous  and  joined  hands  with  his 
bitterest  enemies  and  all  were  plotting 
his  death.  He  knew  how  to  escape  their 
snares,  and  with  Hyrum  actually  crossed 
the  Mississippi  River  into  Iowa  with  the 
intent  of  going  to  the  Rocky  Mountains. 
But  when  some  of  those  nearest  him 
urged  his  return  to  Nauvoo  and  a  sur- 
render to  his  enemies,  calling  his  pro- 
posed venture  cowardly,  he  readily  turned 
back,  saying  if  his  life  was  of  no  value  to 
his  friends  it  was  not  to  him.  "  But,"  he 
said,  "  I  am  going  as  a  lamb  to  the 
slaughter."  This   he   knew,    but   they 

seemed  to  believe  it  impossible  that  the 
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Lord  would  permit  the  martyrdom  of  His 
chosen  mouth -piece,  the  great  Prophet 
who  stood  at  the  head  of  the  Last  Dis- 
pensation. But  when  a  few  days  later 
the  people  saw  the  slain  body  of  their 
beloved  leader,  they  were  not  only  in  the 
depth  of  sorrow  but  in  the  depths  of 
gloom  as  well.  To  them  the  impossible 
was  now  a  reality.  They  were  stunned, 
appalled.  The  situation  with  them  was 
akin  to  that  with  the  disciples  of  Jesus 
when  they  saw  His  lifeless  body  hanging 
on  the  cross. 

But  was  the  work  of  the  Lord  stayed 
by  the  martyrdom?  Out  of  the  fearful 
gloom  rose  tried  and  strong  leaders,  who 
won  the  support  of  a  multitude  of  loyal 
followers  whose  testimonies  had  become 
stronger    than    ever.  '  The    Lord    a\  il  1 

have  a  tried  people-"  They  had  been 
tried  and  still  faced  trials  of  the  severest 
type.  Yet  they  were  undaunted.  They 
determined  "  to  carry  on."  Yes,  after 
the  terrible  shock,  recovery  began  ar 
the  work  went  forward.  It  had  been 
set  up  for  the  last  time  and  was  not  to 
be  given  to  another  people.  These  and 
other  thoughts  gave  them  strength  and 
courage.  Many,  of  course,  were  weak 
and  fell  away,  but  the  great  majority  be- 
came stronger  than  ever.  The  Lord  was 
accomplishing  His  work  in  His  own  way. 
This  was  always  so;  it  will  always  be 
so. 

Out  of  the  martyrdom  this  lesson  was 
taught  anew.  It  should  be  learned  and 
remembered  by  all  Latter-day  Saints. 
The  Lord's  ways  are  not  man's  ways. 
None  of  us  can  stay  His  hand.  His  work 
will  go  forward.  His  Church  has  been 
established  never  to  be  thrown  down. 
We  may  fail  and  we  will  fail  unless  we 
are  humble  and  continually  on  the  alert  to 
overcome  temptation  and  evil,  but  his 
earthly  kingdom  will  progress  continually. 
Our  great  concern  should  be  to  progress 
with  it — to  grow  in  a  knowledge  of  the 
Gospel,  to  become  more  active  in  good 
works,  and  to  manifest  more  abundantly 
the  spirit  of  tolerance,  charity  and  love — 
to  bring  forth  an  abundance  of  good  fruit, 
worthy  of  faithful  followers  of  Jesus 
Christ. 


Joseph  Smith, 
an  American  Prophet. 

In  the  late  afternoon  of  27th  June, 
1844,  Joseph  Smith,  with  his  brother 
Hyrum,  was  shot  down  by  a  blood-lusting 
mob  with  painted  faces.  Three  davs 
earlier  he  had  gone  out  from  Nauvoo,  the 
broad,  beautiful  city  that  had  come  out 
of  his  inspiration,  and  had  remarked  as 
he  marched  towards  Carthage,  "I  am 
going  like  a  lamb  to  the  slaughter  .... 
and  it  shall  yet  be  said  of  me,  '  He  was 
murdered   in  cold   blood.'  " 

For  ninety  years  the  words  of  that  pro- 
phecy have  rung  round  the  world,  a  testi- 
mony of  the  inspired  power  of  the  man 
who  uttered  them. 

On  an  earlier  occasion  in  an  hour  of 
distress  the  word  of  the  Lord  had  come 
to  the  Prophet:  "  The  ends  of  the  earth 
shall  inquire  after  thy  name,  and  fools 
shall  have  thee  in  derision,  and  hell  shall 
rage  against  thee ;  while  the  pure  in 
heart,  and  the  wise,  and  noble,  and  the 
virtuous,  shall  seek  counsel,  and  autho- 
rity, and  blessings  constantly  under  thy 
hand." 

More  than  twenty  thousand  volumes, 
with  discussions  on  the  character  ot 
Joseph  Smith,  have  assisted  in  bringing 
to  pass  the  fulfilment  of  that  prophecy. 
Perhaps  the  latest  is  the  delightfully  read 
biography*  by  John  Henry  Evans,  pub- 
lished in  New  York  last  year.  Its  truth 
to  fact  was  achieved  by  the  author's  use 
of  source  material  only  in  a  professed 
objective  and  scientific  manner.  In  this 
it  lacks  the  patch-quilt  effect  and  evident 
unfairness  characteristic  of  most  of  the 
writings  on  the  Prophet,  for  his  enemies 
have  held  him  in  derision  with  the  printed 
word  more  zealously  than  his  defenders 
have   publicly   applauded   him. 

The  popularity  of  this  book  is  only 
another  evidence  of  the  remarkable  power 
that  lay  in  the  Prophet's  life,  a  power  that 
continues  to  inspire  men  to  do  good 
ninety  years  after  his  death.  Enemy  and 
friend  alike  stand  in  awe-struck  admira- 
tion at  the  works  of  Joseph  Smith,  born 
and  reared  in  poverty,  unschooled — and 
murdered  at  the  aee  of  38- 
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To  thinking  men  who  have  studied  his 
life  but  have  refused  to  believe  in  the 
divinity  of  his  calling,  he  stands  as  an 
unsolved  enigma.  Those  who  have  tested 
in  their  hearts  and  minds  and  lives  the 
virtues  of  his  teachings,  unreservedly 
accept  him  as  prophet  even  mure  honoured 
than  Moses,  Elijah,  or  John  the  Baptist, 
for  through  him  were  pyramided  into  one 
component  system  all  of  the  powers  of 
which  they  were  guardians  during  their 
lives. 

The  career  of  the  Prophet  possesses 
a  colour  that  thrills  the  reader  of  this  new 
biography.  His     philosophy     becomes 

transcendent  when  viewed  in  perspective 
with  the  philosophies  of  the  world's  edu- 
cated thinkers.  The  reader  is  compelled 
to  look  beyond  the  abilities  of  the  human 
mind  for  the  wisdom  that  brought  so 
universal  a  discovery  and  application  o± 
truth.  The  book  is  written  in  trilogy 
form,  and  in  the  last  section  the  author 
paints  his  subject  in  a  warm  defence  of 
his  views  and  practices.  No  one  can 
put  his  heart  into  his  biographical  tale 
without  coming  away  fired  with  a  determi- 
nation to  walk  more  nobly  and  courage- 
ously and  to  expand  in  the  power  of 
growing  ideas.  Words  of  the  Prophet 
such  as  these  given  to  his  cousin,  George 
A.  Smith,  reveal  the  practical  optimism 
of  the  man:  "  Never  be  discouraged;  if 
I  were  sunk  in  the  lowest  pit  of  Nova 
Scotia,  with  the  Rocky  Mountains  piled 
on  me,  I  would  hang  on,  exercise  faith, 
and  keep  up  good  courage,  and  I  would 
come  out  on  top." 

It  was  that  invincible  spirit,  made 
mightv  through  the  power  of  God  humbly 
sought,  that  moulded  from  an  unschooled 
boy  the  creator  of  cities,  the  commander 
of  an  army,  a  scientist  decades  ahead  of 
his  time,  a  teacher  to  eager  multitudes, 
a  writer  whose  works  baffle  the  severest 
critics,  a  social  organizer  whose  plans 
supersede  in  completeness  and  cohesion 
all  of  the  social  and  political  blueprints 
of  the  world — a  prophet  loved  and  revered 
bv  thinking  men  and  women  of  thirty 
nations. 

Thousands  have  written  about  him. 
Of  late  has  come  this  book  to  bring  a  re- 
newed interest  in  his  name  and  a  more 
widespread  regard  for  his  virtues,  particu- 
larly among  those  who  knew  little  of  the 


truth  concerning  him.  To  those  who 
love  him  this  book  brings  a  fresh  colour 
with  an  attendant  resolve  to  keep  alive 
within  themseKcs  the  fires  that  were  lit 
through  his  vision.  The  radiant  per- 
sonality of  Joseph  Smith  is  faceted  with 
those  characteristics  that  provide  peren- 
nial inspiration  for  students  of  human 
greatness,  qualities  whose  luster  deepens 
with  passing  time.  Men  will  continue 
to  honour  him  with  their  writings,  "  an< 
the  wise,  and  the  noble,  and  the  virtuous, 
shall  seek  counsel,  and  authority,  and 
blessings  constantly  under  his  hand."

Another  Evidence  for 
the  Book  of  Mormon. 

By  Dr.  John  A.  Widtsoe. 

The  Great  Migration  is  a  recent,  much 
reviewed  book,  which  unwittingly  testifies 
to  the  truth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon.  J. 
Fitzgerald  Lee,  the  author,  has  written 
the  volume  in  support  of  his  hypothesis 
that  the  Hebrew  race  originated  in 
America  and  migrated  therefrom  to  Asia. 
In  defence  of  this  thesis  he  has  assembled 
many  evidences  of  the  racial  relationship 
between  the  Hebrew  nation  and  the  in- 
habitants of  ancient  America.  An 
excellent  bibliography  indicates  the  wide 
research  of  the  author,  and  the  text  itself 
is  couched  in  simple,  but  scholarly,  tem- 
perate language.  The  most  striking  thing 
about  the  work  is  the  concurrent  testi- 
mony of  the  many  men,  of  different  lands 
and  periods  of  time,  who  have  observed 
the  relationship  between  the  Hebrews  and 
ancient  Americans. 

The  author  says:  "  During  the  last 
century  a  great  number  of  travellers,  ex- 
plorers, archaeologists,  and  ethnologists, 
have  noted  and  put  forward  various  ex- 
planations   to    account    for    very    striking 
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similarities  between  the  ancient  architec- 
ture, culture,  customs,  folk-lore  and 
legends  which  are  common  to  the  valley 
of  the  Nile  and  tropical  America.  The 
Hood  of  evidence  for  such  close  likeness 
and  perfect  resemblances  as  have  been 
found  to  exist,  even  the  very  identity  oi 
the  legends,  is  irresistible,  irrefutable, 
and  challenging. " 

The  similarity  between  the  buildings 
and  other  monuments  of  ancient  America 
and  Egypt  is  well  known,  but  in  this 
vol  ame  many  things  are  pointed  out 
which  are  not  of  common  knowledge,  as, 
for  instance,  that  in  the  Egyptian  and  in 
American  pyramids  the  relation  between 
the  height  and  base  of  the  pyramid  is  the 
ratio  between  the  circumference  and  area 
of  a  circle. 

The  prehistoric  Americans  had  many 
customs  in  common  with  the  Hebrews. 
The  ancient  Mexican  calendar  was  that 
used  in  several  Asiatic  countries.  In 
ancient  America,  a  man  was  to  marry  his 
dead  brother's  widow ;  an  ark  was  kept 
in  the  holy  place,  and  an  annual  celebra- 
tion was  nearly  identical  in  procedure 
with  the  feast  of  the  passover. 

The  legends  of  the  people  of  ancient 
America  are  so  much  like  the  stories  of 
the  Old  Testament  that  Father  Duran, 
an  explorer  of  long  residence  among 
American  aborigines,  was  impelled  to 
write,  "  I  verily  believe  that  the  evil 
spirit  himself  must  have  somehow  sup- 
plied these  poor  people  with  a  spurious 
edition  of  the  Bible"  Adam,  the  Gar- 
den of  Eden,  the  Fall,  the  Flood,  Abra- 
ham, Isaac  and  Jacob,  the  plagues  of 
Egypt,  Moses,  Joshua,  Samson,  and 
numerous  other  Bible  events  and  indivi- 
duals have  been  found  to  be  current 
among  the  early  inhabitants  of  America. 

The  languages  of  early  America  also 
point  to  a  Hebrew  origin  or  relationship, 
as  the  author  demonstrates  by  a  number 
of  well  chosen  examples.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  a  pyramid  was  called 
in  an  ancient  American  tongue  Teo<  Kalli ; 
and  that  a  house  of  God  is  called  Theo 
Kalia  in  Greek.  Latter-day  Saints  will 
recognize  the  ancient  American  word 
Nephiq,  also  used  in  the  Samaritan 
Pentateuch,  which  is  much  like  the 
Egyptian  word  Nefika,  the  land  of  going 
forth. 


These  themes  are  clearly  elaborated  t>> 
Mr.  Lee.  His  argument  for  the  origi- 
nal identity  of  the  Hebrews  and  the  people 
of  ancient  America  is  well  supported  by 
striking  facts.  His  hypothesis  that  the 
Hebrews  originated  in  America  and 
migrated  to  Asia  is  not  convincing,  for 
the  observed  facts  quoted  by  him  may 
all  be  explained  on  the  assumption  that 
the  Hebrews  migrated  from  Asia  to 
.  America,  and  there  built  up  a  civilization. 
Nevertheless,  no  one  can  deny  the  possi- 
bility of  people  migrating  at  some  early 
period  from  America  to  Asia. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  records  the  brief 
histories  of  three  migrations  from  Asia 
to  America;  one  at  the  time  of  the  build- 
ing of  the  Tower  of  Babel  ;  the  other 
two  from  Je'usalem  about  600  years  B.C., 
at  the  time  of  King  Zedekiah.  These 
travellers  brought  with  them  to  America 
the  traditions  of  widely  separated  periods  ; 
the  last  migration  brought  distinctively 
Hebrew  culture  and  literature. 

As  the  volume  of  knowledge  concern- 
ing the  ancient  world  increases,  notably 
of  Israel  and  America,  the  evidence  for 
the  truth  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  in- 
creases. The  book,  The  Great  Migration, 
is  but  another  witness  to  the  integrity  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  and  of  the  man 
who,  under  divine  inspiration,  translated 
it  and  gave  it  to  the  world  as  a  witness 
for  the   Lord. 


PIONEERS,  July  24th,  1847. 

July  24th  Marks  the  eighty-seventh  anniversary  since 
Bringham  Young  led  the  first  company  of  Mormon 
Pioneers  into  the  Salt  Lake  Valley,  Utah.  Then  the 
country  was  a  desert,  now  it  is  a  garden.  These  people 
fled  under  persecution  from  the  United  States,  because 
of  their  religion,  into  Mexican  territory  and  since  then 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  have  accepted  Mor- 
monism  and  have  gone  to  Utah,  happy  because  of  their 
religion,  but  suffering  persecution  when  they  accepted 
Mormonism.  However,  in  modern  times  the  Mormons 
are  becoming  respected,  because  people  are  more  broad- 
minded  and  realise  the  beauty  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Chfist.  It  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  hear  acknowledg- 
ments from  many  members  of  the  various  Christian 
denominations  that  the  teachings  of  the  Mormons  and 
their  practices  are  far  superior  and  sound  than  their  own 
churches  teach  ;  that  there  is  a  comfort  which  comes 
from  the  teachings  of  Mormonism  which  cannot  be  ob- 
tained from  any  other  source ;  that  it  is  the  true 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Then  we  bless  and  honor  the  names  of  the  Utah 
Pioneers  because  of  their  hardships  and  sacrifices  for  the 
Gospel  which  we  have  the  privilege  of  accepting  with 
comparati/e  freedom  from  persecution.

EUROPE. 

Relief  Society  workers  in  Europe,  for 
the  first  time,  have  had  the  privilege  of 
extending  a  welcome  to  a  general  presi- 
dent of  their  Church -wide  organization. 
On  13th  June  Sister  Louise  Y.  Robison, 
who  for  the  past  six  years  has  directed 
Relief  Society  activities  througout  the 
Church,  landed  at  Plymouth  for  a  brief 
visit  to  Europe,  en  route  to  Erance,  to 
attend,  as  a  delegate  from  America,  the 
quinquennial  meeting  of  the  International 
Council  of  Women  held  in  Paris,  2nd 
July  to  12th  inclusive. 

Sister  Robison,  with  President  and 
Sister  Hugo  D-  E.  Peterson,  recently 
appointed  to  head  the  Swedish  Mission, 
was  met  at  Plymouth  by  Elder  Stephen 
L.  Dunford,  of  the  Bristol  District.  From 
there  she  proceeded  to  London,  where 
she  received  official  welcome  from  Presi- 
dent ;md  Sister  Joseph  F.  Merrill,  of  the 
European  Mission,  and  President  and 
Sister  James  H.  Douglas,  of  the  British 
Mission. 

The  selection  of  Sister  Robison  as  one 
of  the  nine  L-nited  States  delegates,  re- 
presenting the  American  National  Council 
of  Women  at  the  international  meet,  is 
considered  a  signal  honour  to  the  Latter- 
day  Saint  Relief  Society,  since  the  dele- 
gation includes  some  of  the  most  repre- 
sentative women  in  America. 

Meetings  of  the  International  Council 
of  Women  are  held  every  five  years,  and 
aattract  representatives  from  all  over  the 
world.  Discussions  aimed  to  promote 
peace  and  goodwill  are  given  considerable 
prominence  in  the  programme  of  the  ten- 
day  session,  as  the  organization  is  com- 
mitted to*  a  policy  of  international  peace. 
Subjects  treated  include  equality  in  edu- 
cation, opportunity  in  leisure,  trends  of 
the  future,  child  welfare,  economics,  edu- 
cation, legal  position  of  women,  security 
through  employment,  international  rela- 
tions, social  hygiene,  and  the  place  of 
women  in  the  changing  world.  Lady 
Aberdeen,  Countess  of  Tamar,  who  is 
president  of  the  International  Council, 
presided  over   the   Paris  meetings. 

Sister  Robison  was  sustained  ;>s  presi- 
dent of  the  Relief  Society  of  the  Church 
on  7th  October,  1928,  its  seventh  presi- 
dent. She    is   an    outstanding    woman, 


gifted  with  spirituality,  love  and  toler- 
ance, and  a  pleasing  personality  thai  en- 
dears her  in  the  hearts  of  all  who  have 
occasion  to  meet  her.  Under  her  ener- 
getic direction,  the  Relief  Society  has 
grown  and  prospered,  and  its  agencies  of 
help  and  loving  service  have  expanded 
to  meet  the  spiritual  and  material  needs 
of  each  passing  year.  Her  interest  in 
social  problems  has  taken  her  to  many 
conferences  and  conventions.  Last  sum- 
mer she  was  a  delegate  at  the  summer 
meeting  of  the  American  National  Coun- 
cil of  Women,  held  just  prior  to  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  Relief  Society  memorial  in 
Nauvoo,    Illinois. 

Sister  Robison  is  interested  in  the  pro- 
gress of  women  the  world  over.  Conse- 
quently, she  has  a  vision  of  great  work  to 
be  done,  and  the  courage  to  do  her  part. 
Her  experience  and  the  exalted  philoso- 
phy of  the  Society  she  presents  made  her 
a  valuable  advisor  at  the  July  meet  in 
Paris. — Millennial   Star.

King   George's   Representative 
in  Momon  Canadian  Temple. 

An  event  of  historical  significance  was 
the  receent  visit  of  His  Excellency  the 
Earl  of  Bessborough  and  his  consort,  the 
Countess  of  Bessborough,  to  the  Alberta 
Temple  in  Cardston,  Alberta.  Their 
excellencies  are  the  representatives  in 
Canada  of  His  Majesty,  King  George  V. 
The  visit  to  Cardston  was  made  during 
a  western  tour  of  the  vice-regal  party, 
and,  through  special  permission  granted 
by  President  Heber  J.  Grant,  the  entire 
party  was  shown  the  beauties  of  the 
sacred  Cardston  edifice.  For  this  un- 
usual courtesy,  the  "  King's  Messenge-  " 
expressed  his  appreciation.  Also  in  a 
brief  address  made  to  his  party  and  the 
temple  workers  in  the  assembly  room  of 
She  temple  he  referred  to  the  loyaltv  of 
the  Mormon  people,  and  to  their  very 
practical  and  valuable  contributions  to  the 
development    of    western    Canada. 

From  the  assembly  room,  where  they 
were  welcomed  bv  President  E.  J.  Wood, 
the  members  of  the  party  were  c"nJucted 
to  the  baptistry,  where  Elder  D.  O. 
Wright,  chairman  of  the  genealogical 
work  of  the  -\lberta  Stake,  explained  the 
purpose  of  the  font  and  the  significance 
of  the  symbols  in  the  room.  The  mural 
decorations  depicting  the  various  Gospel 
dispensations  particularly  impressed  the 
visitors. 

The  party  divided  on  leaving  the  baptis- 
trv,  His  Excellenev,  with  President 
Wood,  leading  the  male  members  to  the 
top  of  the  temple.  Lady  Bessborough, 
and  Sister  J.  F.  Anderson,  the  acting 
matron,  led  the  ladies  of  the  party  to  the 
loftv,  richlv  decorated  "  Celestial  "  room. 


Here  a  bouquet  of  flowers,  grown  in  the 
temple  greenhouse,  was  presented  to 
Lady  Bessborough,  in  behalf  of  the  tem- 
ple workers.  When  pictures  were  taken 
to  commemorate  the  event,  Lord  Bess- 
borough insisted  th.'t  the  temple  workers 
be   included    with   them   in   the  picture. 

This  is  not  the  first  visit  to  the  Alberta 
temple  by  the  representatives  of  the 
Crown     in     Canada.  Lord     and     Lady 

Willingdon  were  admitted  as  far  as  the 
baptistry  at  the  time  of  their  visit.  In 
the  case  of  Lord  and  Lady  Bessborough, 
however,  the  General  Authorities  granted 
permission  to  view  the  inner  rooms.  It 
was  a  gesture  of  goodwill,  sincerity  and 
loyalty  that  has  created  unusual  interest 
fron  coast  to  coast  in  the  Canadian  and 
American  press. 


Smoking  among  Women. 

By   Dr.  Joseph   F.   Merrill. 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  striking  evi- 
dences of  the  new  "  feminine  freedom  " 
is  smoking  among  women.  Not  so  many 
years  ago  a  respectable  woman  was  sel- 
dom, if  ever,  seen  smoking  in  public. 
But  any  non-smoking  traveller  on  British 
trains  is  quickly  made  aware  that  a 
change  has  taken  place.  Smoking  com- 
partments on  the  trains  are  now  much 
more  numerous  than  non-smoking  ones. 
On  most  trains  there  are  alwa\s  from 
five  to  eight  smoking  compartments  for 
every  non-smoking  compartment.  And  a 
little  observation  shows  that  smoking 
divisions  are  usually  more  crow  ded  than 
non-smoking  ones,  notwithstanding  the 
relatively  small  number  of  non-smoking 
divisions.  Men,  women  and  children 
crowd  into  the  smoking  cars  without 
hesitation.  Smoking  among  adult  train 
travellers,  male  and  female,  appears  to  be 
almost  universal. 

Another  evidence  of  widespread  smok- 
ing among  women  was  given  the  other 
evening  by  a  B. B.C.  speaker  who  was 
talking  into  the  microphone  on  a  phase 
of  the  economic  situation  in  Britain.  He 
gave  figures  showing  the  amount  of 
money  that  was  spent  for  various  items 
during  the  last  five-year  period  as  com- 
pared with  amount  spent  in  the  previous 
period.  Expenditures  for  tobacco  had 
very  greatly  increased.  The  speaker  said 
this  was  due  to  women  taking  the  smok- 
ing- habit. 
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To  those  who  understand  and  believe 
in  the  divinity  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom, 
the  situation  relative  to  smoking,  especi- 
ally by  women,  is  alarming.  What  wuJ 
the  results  be?  In  the  revelation  the 

Lord  said  that  tobacco  "  is  not  good  fo. 
man."        He  does  not  tell  why.  The 

revelation  was  published  in  1833.  Since 
that  time  science  has  found  out  .why 
tobacco  is  not  good  for  man.  It  con- 
tains poisonous  ingredients,  some  of 
which,  as  nicotine,  are  deadly  poisons. 
And  a  careful  study  of  the  effects  of 
smoking  by  qualified  and  capable  investi- 
gators, has  determined  beyond  all  ques- 
tion that  "  tobacco  is  not  good  for  man." 
Habitual  smoking,  especially  by  growing 
boys  and  girls,  is  very  harmful,  mentally 
as  well  as  physically  and  morally. 

It  is  not  our  purpose  now,  however,  to 
enter  into  a  general  discussion  of  the 
deleterious  effects  of  smoking.  We  shall 
limit  our  discussion  at  this  time  to  a  few 
remarks  concerning  smoking  bv  women, 
among  whom  the  habit  has  been  growing 
apace  during  recent  years. 

Now,  that  women  are  affected  in  ways 
peculiar  to  their  sex  is  beginning  to  be 
understood.  But  due  to  the  recency  of 
the  general  smoking  habit  among  them 
these  effects,  peculiar  to  women,  have  not 
to  a  great  extent  been  widely  know  n. 
There  are  a  few  specialists,  however,  who 
have  given  special  attention  to  this  sub- 
ject. May  we  make  a  few  quotations 
from  writings  of  two  or  three  doctors 
qualified  to  speak  ?  Dr.  George  Toma- 
son  wrote  :  "  extensive  studies  and  obser- 
vations by  unprejudiced  medical  men  have 
made  most  apparent  the  terrible  damaging 
effects  of  tobacco  upon  childlife  through 
all  its  phases,  from  conception  to  birth, 
and  upon  mothers  in  the  matters  of  con- 
ceptions, abortions,  and  still -births."  Dr. 
Herbert  Tidswell,  member  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons,  made  a  study  of 
these  matters  and  found  that  smoking  by 
expectant  and  recent  mothers  was 
especially  harmful  both  to  them  and  to 
their  unborn  or  new  born  children.  Doc- 
tors Kostal,  of  Vienna,  and  Etiene,  of 
Nancy,  France,  also  came  to  similar  con- 
clusions. Doctor  Lichtv  savs  :  "  Nicotine 
saturated  and  poisoned  protoplasm  tissue 
cannot  beget  a  standard  health  proto- 
plasm." 


Dr.  Hugh  S.  Cummings,  United  States 
Surgeon-General  said:  "  If  American 
women  contract  the  smoking  habit,  as  re- 
ports now  indicate  they  are  doing,  the 
physical  tone  of  the  whole  nation  will 
suiter.  The  habit  harms  a  woman  more 
than  it  does  a  man."  And  Dr.  D.  H. 
Cress,  of  Washington,  wrote:  "  When 
women  take  up  with  this  practice  of 
smoke  inhalation  the  race  will  be  doomed. 

....  For  both  man  and  wife  to  be  addicts 

to  smoke  inhalation  is  destructive  ot 
everything  that  is  good.  Children  born 
to  such  a  pair  had  better  never  have  been 
bum  (italics  ours).  Anything  that  is  in- 
jurious to  the  child  after  its  birth  is 
especially  injurious  to  it  before  its  birth 
when  indulged  in  by  the  pregnant 
mother. ' ' 

Do  we  see  the  picture?  A  helpless, 
unborn  babe  is  being  poisoned  in  its 
mother's  womb  by  her  thoughtless  •  or 
slavish  indulgence  in  the  filthy  practice 
of  cigarette  smoking.  With  its  delicate 
heart,  kidneys  and  other  vital  organs 
already  drugged  and  stunted  by  the 
powerful  nicotine  poison,  do  we  not  see 
with  the  doctor  that  the  new  babe  enters 
the  world  under  a  severe  handicap?  What 
can  we  think  of  a  mother  who  will 
knowingly  poison  her  unborn  child?  But 
the  effect  upon  the  child  is  the  same 
whether  the  mother  know  inglv  or  un- 
knowingly poisons  it  by  the  deadly  nico- 
tine of  tobacCo  smoke.  From  such  a 
crime  all  expectant  mothers  should  flee  in 
horror.  What  a  pity  mothers  are  so 
thoughtless,  or  weak,  or  ignorant,  or  wil- 
ful  as  to   severely  handicap   their  babies.
